TEWKSBURY TEACHERS 
TO RECEIVE PAY RAISE 


TEWKSBURY. ..The schoolteachers 
of Tewksbury will receive a 
pay raise of $400 a year as a 
result of a vote by the school 
committee in the budget for 
the 1959-1960 year. In conjunc; 
tion with a new state law wh- 
ich makes a salary of $4000 
the minimum allowed, the sa- 
laries have been raised to 
that amount. 

Pay raises were also granted 
to clerks, custodians, substi- 
tute teachers, nurses, princi- 
pals, superintendent and his 
staff. The custodians received 
from $200-$400; school clerks, 
$100 a year more; school hur- 
ses, $200; substitute teachers 
from $15-17 a day; remedial- 
reading teachers, from $16 to 
$18 a day. 

Those teachers who have not 
been paid the maximum on the 
schedule of salaries were gi- 


ven an increase from $150 to 
$200 2 year.
